The train from Toronto for Chicago leaves about 10 p.m. 


By automobile... 


The present super-highway system makes the drive a 
good deal easier than ever before. We would like to 
point out, however, that the cost of a round trip airline 
ticket from Chicago-Toronto is only about $55. Rail 
about the same. Traveling alone it is difficult to beat 
this by car. 


By rail ... Toronto or Port Hope 


There is good service but there are changes in schedules 


If you 
have traveled to Toronto by train and find that you 
can make a good connection on to Peterborough or Port 
Hope, it will probably be best for you to do so because 
it is a fast train.
